SLAIN BY WIFE HE WED IN PARIS 


Edgar Bouligny Was Mistakenly 
Acclaimed as First U. S. Sol- 
dier Wounded in Conflict.

NEW ORLEANS, May 18.—Ed- 
gar Bougligny, 43 years old, a 
photographer, was shot and killed 
early today by his wife, Mrs. Delia 
Bougligny, 37, at their apartment 
in the French quarter. Bougligny 
recently returned from New York. 
Mrs. Bouligny said she shot her 
husband as a result of years of 
quarreling and threats against her 
life. She said he was advancing 
toward her with clenched fists, 
when she fired. The State’s Attor- 
ney released her, with all charges 
dropped. 

Bougligny after the World War 
was acclaimed a hero. It has been 
alleged that he was the first Amer- 
ican to be wounded in the war. 
While a member of the Lafayette 
Escadrille, he was shot four times 
and taken to Paris. There he met 
the woman who became his wife.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The 
Indiana law of 1929 imposing 
heavy license fees on chain stores 
was sustained as valid today by 
the Supreme Court. 

The law was attacked on the 
ground that there was no proper 
relation between the number of 
stores and the business conducted 
in applying the tax and that it had 
no real relation to public health 
and safety. 

The State contended it was a ra- 
tional tax, Operated equally and 
evenly and was valid. Justice Rob- 
erts in giving the opinion said that 
the Court held the classification 
was good and the tax was valid.

Brandeis, Justice Holmes and Jus- 
tice Stone joined with Roberts in 
the majority opinion.

SUPPLANT 8000 HORSES

ANKS are to replace about

U. S. STEEL BELOW PAR 
FOR FIRST TIME SINCE 1924 


American Telephone Under $169, 
Lowest in Four Years on New 
York Exchange.

NEW YORK, May 18.—Common 
stocks of the country’s largest and 
oldest corporations broke severely 
on the New York Stock Exchange 
today, establishing new lows which 
in many instances had not been 
touched in several years. 

Heavy selling of American Tele- 
phone, which sold below $169 a 
share for the first time since 1927, 
and sharp declines in most of the 
railroad issues were outstanding 
features of the session. Trading, 
however, was not unusually active, 
and the day’s sales were about 
2,500,000 shares. 

United States Steel common, aft- 
er selling below $100 in the morn- 
ing, for the first time since 1924, 
recovered part of its loss during a 
general mid-afternoon rally, but 
the improvement was short lived, 
and the day’s lowest quotations 
were established in the final deal- 
ings when Steel sold below $99, for 
a loss of $3. American Can also 
broke par for a loss of more than 
$3. U.S. Steel voted a 40 per cent 
dividend in 1927. Today’s price on 
steel common is equivalent to 140 
on the basis previous to the stock 
dividend.

Act Designed to Raise Money for 
School Aid Fund. 
By the Associated Press. 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 18.—The 
Indiana chain store tax law upheld 
today by the. United States Su- 
preme Court, was passed at the 
1929 session of the general as- 
sembly. It was designed to raise 
money for the state aid school fund 
and it is estimated it will produce 
approximately $500,000 annually 
for this fund. 

The law provides a fee of $3 
when one store is operated; $10 for 
each additional store when from 
two to five are operated under a 
single ownership; $15 on each from 
five to ten; $20 on each from ten 
to twenty, and $25 for each in ad- 
dition to twenty.

~ ATTACK QUASHED 


U. S. Supreme Court Dis- 
misses Arizona’s Com- 
plaint Without Prejudice 
to Further Action. 


THIS PERMITS 
WORK TO GO ON 


It May Be Tied Up, How- 
ever, Should State Sue 
Again — Justice McRey- 
nolds Dissents.

WASHINGTON, May 18.—The 
law authorizing the construction of. 
lloover Dam on the Colorado River 
was sustained as constitutional to- 
day by the Supreme Court. 

Arizona’s bill of complaint was 
dismissed by the court without 
prejudice to her right to proceed 
further in the matter should it 
later develop that any of her rights 
were being impaired. 

Arizona. succeeded in showing, 
the court declared, that it may suf- 
fer injury as a result of distribution 
of water from no reservior. If 
at any time in the future her rights 
to water from the river should ke 
impaired the court said that the 
state might take appropriate legal 
action, but that it could not deliver 
a judgment based on the assump- 
tion that the state’s rights would 
be injured. 

Arizona, in the complaint, ques- 
tioned the constitutionality of the 
law and asked the Supreme Court 
to prohibit the Interior Department 
from carrying out its provisions. 
The state also challenged the Colo- 
rado River compact. 

Justice Brandeis in delivering 
the opinion said Arizona had 
claimed a right to take from the 
river as much as 9,000,000 acre feet 
of water but that it had not ap- 
propriated that amont of water and 
had failed to show that the con- 
struction of the dam and reservoir 
would deprive it of any water now 
being taken. 

The State would have the right, 
he said, to come into court at any 
time it could show that the con- 
struction of the dam and reservoir 
was depriving it of any of the wa- 
ter to which it claimed a right. 

Justice McReynolds’ dissented, 
taking the view that the Govern- 
ment’s motion to dismiss should be 
overruled and that the United 
States and the other states in the 
‘‘olorado River compact should be 
required to answer the complaint 
of Arizona, 

“Invasion of State’s Rights.”’ 


Justice Brandeis said that Ari- 
zona asserted that the building of 
the dam and reservoir without se- 
curing the approval of state of- 
ficials was a threatened invasion of 
the quasi-sovereignty of Arizona 
and that the water apportionment 
outlined was also a threatened in- 
yasion of state's rights. 

“The United States may perform 
its functions without conforming to 
the police regulations of a state,”’ 
Justice Brandeis said. “If Con- 
zress has power to authorize the 
construction of the dam and reser- 
voir, Secretary Wilbur is under no 
obligation to submit the plans and 
specifications to the state engineer 
for approval. 

‘And the Federal Governments 
has the power to create this ob- 
struction in the river for the pur- 
pose of improving navigation if the 
Colorado River is navigable. 

“It is true that whether a stream 
is navigable in law depends upon 
whether it is navigable in fact. But 
a court may take judicial notice 
that a river within its jurisdiction 
is navigable. We know judicially, 
from the evidence of history, that 
a large part of the Colorado River 
south of Black Canyon was form- 
erly navigable, and that the main 
obstacles to navigation have been 
the accumulations of silt coming 
from the upper reaches of the river 
system, and the irregularity in the 
flow due to periods of low water.” 


Congress Within Its Rights, 

Justice Brandeis said the court 
could not inquire into the motives 
which induced members of Con- 
gress to pass the Hoover Dam act. 

“The act declares that the au- 
thority to construct the dam and 
reservoir is conferred,” Justice 
Brandeis said, “among other things 
for the purpose of ‘improving navi- 
gation and regulating the flow of 
the river.’ As the river is navigable 
and the means which the act pro- 
vides are not unrelated to the con- 
trol of navigation, the erection and 
maintenance of such a dam and 
reservoir are clearly within the 
powers conferred upon congress, 
Whether the particular structures 
proposed are reasonakly necessary 
is not for this court to determine.” 

Justice Brandeis said that the 
dam and reservoir also might have 
been constructed under the au- 
thority conferred upon Congress to 
irrigate public lands but it was 
not necessary to go into that ques- 
tion because the court decided that 
(Congress had the power to order 
Hoover dam constructed to im- 
prove navigation. 

Arizona in its complaint, dis- 
' puted the assertions contained in 
the law that it was in aid of navi- 
gation, and for the reclamation of 
public lands. It claimed the pur- 
pose of the act was, in fact, irrt- 
. gation and power.

Challenges Six-State Pact. 


The six-state Colorado River 
compact, between California, Ne- 
vada, Utah, New Mexico, Colorado 
and Wyoming was challenged by 
Arizona on the ground it proposed 
to take water to which she was en- 
titled. 


‘Particular emphasis was placed 
by Arizona on the charge that un- 
der the law Secretary Wilbur, a 
party to the suit, was proposing 
to divert, under contracts, large 
quantities of water from the river 
into Imperial Valley, Los Angeles 
and Southern California. 

Arizona declared that not only 
would it be deprived of water 
rights, but that the project con- 
templated the diversion of water 
over a mountain range into an- 
other watershed. 

The law was described by Ari- 
zona as promoted to _ furnish 
Southern California with water 
from the river to which it was 
not entitled, and also for the gen- 
eration of hydro-electric current 
for the benefit of others than citi- 
zens of Arizona. It also denied 
that the act could benefit naviga- 
tion On the river by flood control. 

The six states parties to the Colo- 
rado River cOmpact, and Secretary 
Wilbur, when served with the com- 
plaint of Arizona, asked the Court 
to dismiss it, contending it pre- 
sented no Federal question within 
the jurisdiction of the court. 

They said Arizona at present was 
suffering no injury which would 
permit it to maintain a suit to 
enjoin the construction of the dam. 
The complaint was based, they in- 
sisted, upon injuries Arizona an- 
ticipated would arise from the con- 
struction of the dam. It would be 
time for Arizona to come into 
court, they said, when the State 
could show it actually was being 
deprived of some _ constitutional 
right. 


Justice Brandeis said that it was 
conceded that the continued use 
of the 3,500,000 acre feet of water 
already appropriated in Arizona is 
“not now threatened.”’ 

“And there is no allegation that 
at the present time the enjoyment of 
these rights is being interfered with 
in any way,” he said. 

“The claim strenuously urged {is 
that the existance of the act, and 
the threatened exercise of the 
authority to use the stored water 
pursuant to its terms, will prevent 
Arizona from exercising its right 
to control the making of further 
appropriations. 

“Assumed Invasion,” 

“This contention cannot prevail 
because it is based not on any 
actual or threatened impairment of 
Arizona's rights but upon assumed 
potential invasion. The act does 
not purport to affect any legal 
right of the State, or to limit in 
any way the exercise of its legal 
right to appropriate any of the un- 
appropriated 9,000,000 acre feet 
which may flow within or on its 
borders. 

“When the bill was filed, the 
construction of the dam and reser- 
voir had not been commenced. 
Years must elapse before the proj- 
ect is completed. If by operations 
at the dam any then perfected right 
of Arizona, or. of those claiming 
under it, should hereafter be in- 
terfered with, appropriate reme- 
dies will be available. The bill al- 
leges, that plans have been drawn 
and permits granted for the tak- 
ing of additional water in Arizona 
pursuant to its laws. But Wilbur 
threatens no Rhysical interference 
with these projects; and the act 
interposes no legal inhibitions on 
their execution. 

“Arizona has, of course, no legal 
right to use, in aid of appropria- 
tion, any land of the United States, 
and it cannot complain of the pro- 
vision conditioning the use of such 
publie land.”

EXPLORER HOPEFUL

Sverdrup Thinks Zeppelin, 
However, May Have Trouble 
to Keep Polar Rendezvous.

OSLO, May 18.—Harald Sverd- 
rup, arctic explorer, visualizes few 
obstacles to prevent the Wilkins 
submarine expedition from reach- 
ing the North Pole this summer. 
But Sverdrup, who will probably 
accompany Sir Hubert Wilkins, 
thinks the chances are less favor- 
able for the dirigible Graf Zeppelin 
to keep its rendezvous with the 
submarine. 

The submarine will encounter 
neither icebergs nor solid ice and 
the floating ice will not be more 
than 12 feet thick, he says. But

ADMITS $36,000 
EMBEZZLEMENT IN 
EMMERSON’S BANK 


W. A. Wilkerson, Former 
Assistant Cashier at Mt. 
Vernon, Appears for Sen- 
tence Disclosing Facts. 


A shortage of $36,835.30 in the 


accounts of William A. Wilkerson, 
former assistant cashier of the 
Third National Bank of Mount 
Vernon, Ill., whose president is 
Gov. Emmerson of Illinois, was 
made public today. 

It was disclosed when Wilker- 
son, who had pleaded guilty at 
Danville on March 24 to making a 
false entry in violation of the Fed- 
eral banking eode, appeared at 
East St. Louis before District Judge 
Wham, and was sentenced to three 
years in the Federal Reformatory 
at Chillicothe, O. 

A report of a Department of 
Justice auditor, read in court by 
United States Attorney Baker, 
traced the discrepancies to manip- 
ulation of the bond account of the 
bank and to the juggling of custo- 
mers’ accounts. Full restitution 
has been made, it was announced, 
and the bank lost nothing through 
the peculations. 

e shortage was first discovered 
by E. A. Von Arb, national bank 
examiner, in the fall of 1929. A few 
weeks later Von Arb was hired by 
the bank, and is now its cashier. 

Governor’s “Right-Hand Man.” 

Wilkerson was described by the 
Federal auditor in his report as 
“the right-hand man of Gov. Louis 
L. Emmerson (president of the 
Third National Bank), attending to 
such personal matters as making 
out the governor’s income tax re- 
turns, etc.’’ 

Before appearing for sentence 
Wilkerson’s attorneys filed a plea 
for clemency fo rtheir client. At- 
tached to it were letters from the 
board of directors of the bank and 
from leading citizens of Mount Ver- 
non, including Gov. Emmerson. In 
his plea for probation Wilkerson 
ascribed his embezzlements to an 
abnormal state of mind caused by 
heavy drinking. His salary, the 
Court was told, was $3000 a year. 

Since discovery of the shortage 
Wilkerson has turned over his re- 
sources to his brother, W. N. Wil- 
kerson, for purposes of restitution.

Serond Rehearsal at Dayton Without Incident 
—QOne Ship Makes Forced Landing 
in Sunday Maneuvers. 


By the Associated Press. 
DAYTON, O., May 18.—Per- 


fecting the review which they will 


stage over Chicago Wednesday, 
500 planes of the air fleet were 
in the air again this morning re- 
hearsing. Better weather  condi- 
tions allowed closer adherence to 
formations and permitted better 
timing of the parade by groups.

The forced landing, that of a 
bomber of the Second Bombard- 
ment Group from Langley Field, 
Virginia, took place near Union 


City, Ind., on the State line. The 
ship was forced down on a smail 
field by a clogged gas line and in 
making the landing Lieut. Leonard 
Harmon struck a fence and 
stripped some of the fabric from 


a wing. The plane was temporarily 


repaired and returned to Fairfield. 

Roaring over the field at a speed 
of from 100 to 140 miles an hour, 
the ships in formation proved to 
be a spectacle such as has never 
been tried before.

CHESTER, Ill, May 18.—Five 


prisoners were wounded, one seri- 
ously, yesterday afternoon, when 
twelve men tried to escape from 
the Illinois State Hospital for the 
Criminally Insane here. 


Only one guard fired at the men, 
when they climbed to the roof of a 
partly wrecked building and started 
down the fire escape. The guard, 
in a tower, was using a shotgun 
loaded with bird shot. 

The seriously wounded prisoner 
was Frank Litts, former cowboy, 
who was convicted of an attempt 
to dynamite a horse meat cannery 
at Rockford, Ill., two years ago. 
One of the pellets penetrated Litts’ 
lungs and while his condition was 
said to be good today, it was found 
he might develop pneumonia as a 
result of the injury. 

The other prisoners were James 
Cavanaugh of Pontiac, convicted of | 
burglary; William Johnson, Edgar 
County, rape; Oscar Nash, Joliet, 
murder, and Thomas McGurk, Chi- 
cago, murder. 

“About 12 of the prisoners in the 
exercise hall scrambled up the wall 
of the building we have been reno- 
vating,”’ said Dr. Frank A. Stubble- 
field, superintendent. “There were 
nine guards in the hall with them, 
all unarmed, and the men refused 
to halt at the guards’ order. 

“It was of utmost importance 
that we prevent these prisoners 
from gaining their freedom. When 
they refused to stop, one of the 
tower guards began firing at 
them. There was no attempt to 
kill any one of them, as is shown 
by the fact that the guard used 
birdshot and a shotgun, instead of 
a rifle.’’ 

Dr. Stubblefield recalled that last 
year Litts had himself smuggled 
out of the prison hospital in a 
hamper of soiled linen. He was 
re-arrested in Rockford, where he 
had procured more dynamite pre- 
paratory to again attempting to 
blow up the cannery. 

“He felt,” Dr. Stubblefield said, 
“that as an old cowboy, he should | 
not let horses be killed for meat.”

PHOTOS MADE ON FILM 
THAT ALWAYS MOVES 


New Invention Said to Elimini- 
nate Flicker and Allow 
Longer Exposure. 


By the Associated Press. 
HOLLYWOOD, Cal., May 138.— 


A young Mexican optical enginver, 
Gabriel Garcia Moreno, has in- 
vented what he and his associates 


claim is the first practical motion 
picture camera with a continuous 
movement of film. 

This improvement may revol:- 

tionize the photographic end of the 
motion picture industry. 
- All motion picture cameras thus 
far have been built on the inter- 
mittent plan by which the film is 
driven before the aperture one 
frame, or picture, at a tinie, 

In Moreno’s camera the film 
flows smroothly and continuously 
before the aperture without pause 
for exposure. The continuous 
movement, therefore, requires no 
shutter, such as in all cameras to 
date, is free from vibration and is 
silent. 

At the now standard intermittent 
film speed of 50 feet a minute the 
exposure time per picturs frams is 
one-forty-eighth of a seconds, With 
the continuous camera, and at a 
continuous film speed of $0 feet 
per minute, the exposure time per 
picture is about twice as iong, or 
one-twenty-fourth of a second, 

The result is a standard erpos- 
ure with 50 per cent less illumi- 
nation, thereby increasing pho- 
tographie values, and cutting the 
cost. 

Other advantages Moreno claims 
for his camera include its possi- 
bilities for photography in natural 
colors due to the longer exposure. 
The inventor has applied the 
continuous principle to projection 
machines. Among its advantages 
are the elimination of the flicker 
and less danger from fire, as the 
amount of light is cut in half, 

Moreno worked as a banie clerk 
in the city of Mexico, Juarez and 
Taredo, Mexico, to maka enough 
money toa carry om his expcriments.

WHEN INDUSTRY FAILS. 

Missouri will spend almost $100,000,000 on her good 
road system during the next two years. The exact 
figures, in the appropriation bill signed by Gov. Caul- 
field, are $92,750,128; they include $350,000. for the 
State highway police patrol. Of this sum about $70,- 
000,000 will go to labor—mostly unskilled labor; the 
remainder to financing. 

It is a lot of money, but everybody is convinced it 
is a good investment. Indeed, the State could spend 
twice or three times that sum to excellent and per- 
manent advantage. And right now would be the 
best time in the world to do it. Operations on such 
a scale would provide employment, not only in the 
construction of roads, but in the production of mate- 
rials and in all the auditing and administrative 
phases of enterprise. But the financing of such op 
erations is, of course, the problem. 

We were told last week by a Harvard business au- 
thority that the Government must either build for 
its present and future needs or introduce the dole 
system. There is no question in anyone’s mind as 
to the preferable course. Our present and future 
needs have not been charted, and for that omission 
the Government is responsible, preceding adminis- 
trations as well ag the administration now in power. 
We have never prepared ourselves against industrial 
depressions, notwithstanding their periodical appear- 
ance. And, however it might have been in the past, 
there is no excuse for our unpreparedness in the 
present situation. Here we are, the richest country 
in the world, with resources and credit to finance 
whatever projects are necessary to take the edge off 
of unemployment and reduce any depression to an in- 
terval of recuperation for the return of normal in- 
dustrial activity. 

This is not to imply that long-range planning of 
a character adequate to keep men at work and at 
the same time expend the money productively is a 
simple proposition. It is not. Nobody shares the 
illusion of the late Mr. Harding that Governmegt to-’ 
day “is & simple thing.” Government today is prob- 
ably the most difficult business there is. It demands 
of those in power all the qualities indispensable to 
success in private industry. Government is the big- 
gest of business. Government is today making 
enormous demands on its citizens, in the way of 
taxes, in order to perform the many functions it has 
assumed. Surely people who give so much to gov- 
ernment have a right to expect proportionate returns 
from government. The Government does not owe 
any man a living, but the Government is, we believe, 
obligated to apply all its ability and all its assets 
to the task of providing people with the means of 
making a living when private industry temporarily 
fails. 

That seems to us to be the common sense of the 
present emergency, which students of business, like 
Dean Donham of Harvard, and captains of industry, 
like President Willard of the Baltimore & Ohio Rail- 
road, construe as “the challenge to capitalism.” 
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A LESSON FROM THE GOOD GRAY POET. 

In his own lilac time, Walt Whitman has been 
made secure in American respectability. The other 
day his bust was placed with the immortals in the 
Hall of Fame, and on his birthday, May 31, a plaque 
will be unveiled at the site of his little Brooklyn 
printshop wherein he stood at the case and set the 
type for “Leaves of Grass.” That first edition had 
no market in the 1850s. His views had cost him the 
editorship of the Brooklyn Daily Eagle. His poems 
prompted Secretary of the Interior Harlan to dis- 
miss him from a Government clerkship. Emerson 
and Thoreau recognized his genius, but that was 
only because they themselves were cast in genius 
moid, and they stood against the field. John Green- 
leaf Whittier threw a first edition of “Leaves of 
Grass” into a blazing fireplace. Once he was reviled: 
today he rests among the nation’s great. It would 


seem that America’s self-appointed critics who seek 
to crush growth and progress from its literature and | 
life might learn a lesson from the story of the Good ' 
Gray Poet. 
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GOV. CROSS AND BOSS RORABACK. 

Gov. Cross of Connecticut, Democrat, was elected | 
last fall over the powerful opposition of J. Henry 
Roraback. That gentleman, besides being G. O. P. 
boss of the Nutmeg State, is president of the Connec- 
ticut Light & Power Co. and was _ considerably 
alarmed over Candidate Cross’ pledge for stricter 
regulation of public utilities. Unable to prevent his 
election, Roraback used his influence with the Repub- 
lican Legislature and has thus far prevented the 
Governor from reorganizing the Public Service Com- 
mission as he had planned. 

Gov. Roosevelt of New York succeeded in pushing 
his power program through a Republican Lezisla- 
ture, but he had the assistance of powerful pressure 
from the people of Northern New York. Gov. Caul- 
field of Missouri worked successfully with a Demo- 
cratic Legislature. But in neither state is the Re- 
publican party so firmly intrenched as in Connecti- 
cut, nor is either state dominated by so puissant a 
boss. It is just possible, however, that Roraback 
is pushing his advantage a little bit too far. 

Connecticut does not lightly elect Democrats to 
any office, much less the Governorship. Gov. Cross’ 
success was symptomatic of a profound reversal of 
feeling. ‘The Governor’s inability, because of the 
obstructionist tactics of a Roraback-controlled Legis- 
lature, to redeem his campaign promises constitutes 
a direct challenge to the voters. It is up to them 
to provide Gov. Cross With a Legislature of his own 
point of view. ‘ 

CARNOUSTIE. 

Everybody knows that the British open is to be 
played at Carnoustie next month, but where is Car- 
noustie, and what sort of course have they there, 
are questions that have been on almost eyeryone’s 
lips. Those questions are happily answered in a 
modest brochure, with maps, photographs, descrip- 
tions of landscape and hole-to-hole travelogue of the 
course, with quaint bits of legend and tales of the 
evangels Carnoustie has sent forth to teach the world 
golf. Those who still remember their Sir Walter 
will experience something of a thrill when they learn 
that Carnoustie is in that Angus country where 
Marmion shook a fist under the proud Douglas nose—

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SHOULD JUDGES PAY INCOME TAX? 

Circuit Judge Hamilton has decided a test case by 
ruling that the salaries of State Judges are not sub- 
ject to State income tax. The basis of his opinion is 
the State Constitution’s provision stating that the 
salaries of Judges in courts of record “shall not be 
increased or diminished during the period for which 
they are elected.” This follows the example of the 
National Constitution with regard to Federal Judges. 
The plaintiffs, Judges Taylor, Hartmann and Hogan, 
contended that payment of income tax would have the 
effect of diminishing their compensations, and with 
this Judge Hamilton agreed. As precedents he cited 
two similar decisions of the United States Supreme 
Court, explaining that while these were not binding 
on a Missouri court, they were “persuasive.” 

The constitutional safeguard on the salary of 
Judges purposed to maintain the independence of the 
judiciary by freeing it from worry over compensa- 
tion. It also intended to remove Judges from pressure 
that might be applied by threats against their sal- 
aries. The sixteenth amendment to the Federal Con- 
stitution gave Congress power to tax incomes, “from 
whatever sources derived.” The Supreme Court has 
ruled, however, that this sweeping phrase does not 
apply to Wederal Judges or to Presidents, whose sal, 
aries are similarly stabilized during their terms of 
office by constitutional provision. Bollowing the de- 
cision, income taxes paid by Wilson, Harding and 
Coolidge were refunded. 

In its decision freeing Judges from the levy, the 
Supreme Court majority made the implication that 
income taxes are as much a threat to judicial inde- 
pendence as would be spite legislation by Congress. 


With this rather curious view, Justice Holmes did not }. 


agree. In his dissent he said: 


To require a man to pay the taxes that all 
other men would have to pay cannot possibly be 
made an instrument to attack his independence 
as a Judge. I see nothing in the purpose of this 
clause of the Constitution to indicate that Judges 
were to be a privileged class, free from bearing 
their share of the cost of the institutions upon 
which their well-being, if not their life, depends. 


By analogy similar to that of the decision, the proc- 
ess might be carried a step farther to , exempt 
Judges from property tax. It is difficult not to be 
impressed by Justice Holmes’ logic. 
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WAIT UNTIL JUNE. 

It is a good thing for the Hoover administration 
that Sir James Jeans’ recent lecture at Cambridge 
was not widely reported in this country. If it had 
been, our school boy population would be up in arma. 
The distinguished scientist said there probably was 
a God and that “He or rather It is a Spirit of Pure 
Mathematics.” The bare possibility of such a deity 
is enough to make a mathematical atheist of every 
boy who has computed the cost of papering a room 
or figured cube root. At that, a mathematical God 
wouldu’t be any worse than some other kinds. Think 
of having our destinies ruled over by a despotic 
Spirit of Pure Chemistry which demanded daily 
balancings of long chemical equations. Still worse 
would be a High Essence of Physics which refused 
to accept even 1 per cent of error in experiments, 
and worse than that, a Great Historical Being with 
a penchant for memorizing dates. Beyond a foreign 
languages deity with an insatiable appetite for irreg- 
ular verbs and idioms, we dare not speculate. “If 
we are privileged to interpret the view of young 
America on Sir James’ postulate, it is that he re- 
frain from developing his theory—at least unti] 
school is out. 
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ANOTHER IMMIGRATION BLUNDER. 

Following its summary raids in New York City and 
the deportation of the American-born Mrs. Larsh and 
her four children, the immigration service again has 
supplied ammunition for its critics. This time Ed- 
ward Argot, a 17-year-old newsboy of Polish birth, is 
the victim. After his arrest last September for illegal 
entry from Canada, efforts to deport him to Poland 
failed because no birth record was found. After that, 
he stayed in jail at Detroit for nine months—for- 
gotten, the news dispatch says, by immigration offi- 
cers. Alien round-ups may be laid to excessive zeal, 
and deportation of an impoverished widow to a pas- 
sion for technicalities, but “forgetting” a youthful 
prisoner while he waits nine months in a jail’s un- 
wholesome atmosphere is nothing short of incompe- 
tence. The immigration service is steadily going 
ahead to prove all the points, and then some, that 
Reuben Oppenheimer made against it in his report 
for the Wickersham commission. 
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Not to be outdone by the people who are selling 
apples, Mr. Coolidge is selling applesauce. 
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DR. SPENGLER KILLS US AGAIN. 

Dr. Spengler assured an audience in Berlin the 
other day that efficiency is going to destroy human- 
ity. To the gloomy philosopher of Munich, “It is 
impossible to hold to the level of modern technique 
without a nation of 100,000 highly qualified human 
beings, but there is no guarantee that these 100,000 
really exist.” Is there anything we can do about 
it? Have we any choice? We have. We can go danc- 
ing merrily on to annihilation, or we can revise 
our codes, but the revision must be so drastic as to 
leave nothing in the locker but heroism. 

It is generally known, we suppose, that Dr. Speng- 
ler hasn't just perceived this unhappy ending. He 
has been aware of it for some time. Indeed, he 
wrote, a book about it several years ago—“The De- 
cline of the West.” And what a book! It had been 
our notion that “Das Kapital” was the most unread- 
able volume that mortal pen ever could or would 
perpetrate, but, compared with Dr. Spengler, Karl 
Marx was a gay, bright, jolly romancer. 

It is not for us to throw a monkey wrench into 
this German professor’s scheme of pleasure. If he 
finds joy in sentencing mankind to death, it is all 
right with us. Still, it does seem as if even a 
philosopher might see fairer progpects, more com- 
forting vistas, while gazing at the green Bavarian 
hills over the snow-capped steins of Munich.

Ac do with the old public domain of 

the West, a new problem of public own- 
ership of land raises its head both in the 
East andin the West. The land that is now 
reverting to public ownership for non-pay- 
ment of taxes is the same old public domain 
which the Government, just a few decades 
ago, parceled out as land grants to the 
States, corporations and individuals. The 
states allowed most of the land to pass into 
private hands. These lands, stripped of 
their valuable natural wealth,”are now be- 
ing abandoned by their owners by millions 
of acres and are reverting to public own- 
ership. 

It is true that the new public domain 
is no longer the direct concern of the Fed- 
eral Government. The abandoned lands 
come back to the township, county or state, 
depending upon the prevailing state laws 
governing the reversion of tax delinquent 
lands. In recent years, this drift of aban- 
doned cutover and farm land into public 
ownership has assumed such large propor- 
tions as to become a national problem, 
touching the economic life of many com- 
munities, 

The land now limping back into public 
ownership lies mostly in the Eastern States. 
The old Western public lands are suited for 
the most part only for grazing. The new 
public domain once supported magnificent 
forests. It is still admirably suited to tim- 
ber production and in spots even to one or 
another form of agriculture. The land 
now in the process of reversion to public 
ownership is ‘“no man’s _iand.’’ The 
local governments by various devices resist 
the transfer of the title to the public. It is 
not welcomed either by the state or county 
and is poorly protected against fire and 
trespass. Like an abandoned child, it is 
left on the steps of the county courthouses 
or of the state capitols. 

. 
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There still remain some _ 180,000,000 
acres of the old unreserved domain. No 
one knows definitely what the aggregate 
area of the new-Gomain is. Because of the 
unwillingness of the local governments to 
take it off the tax roll, this land remains 
for years without a legal status. 

As a mere conjecture, the acreage is 
probably over half the area of the re- 
maining unappropriated public domain, or 
about 100,000,000 acres. In addition, over 
12,000,000 acres of state, county and town- 
ship public domain have been definitely 
dedicated to or appropriated for definite 
purposes. It may be confidently predicted 
that, at least in the Lake states, within an- 
other decade 50 per cent of the entire forest 
land will be in one or another form of pub- 
lic ownership. 

The land which originally passed out of 
the hands of the Government was covered 
with virgin timber of great value or was 
land capable, with proper handling, of 
srowing agricultural crops. This land now 
comes back into public ownership, stripped 
of its valuable timber, ravished by repeated 
forest fires, depleted of its fertility and 
often disfigured by gullies due to erosion. 

Abandonment of farms has become espe- 
cially acute during the last 10 years. Me- 


Rae oo of farms through the introduc- 
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S UNCLE SAM is wrestling with what 
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more intensive and reduced the area needed 
for production of foodstuffs. The acreage 
devoted to growing feed for animals is re- 
duced. Another factor is the mounting 
taxes on real property. ‘ 

What to do with this land, how to turn 
it into profitable use, is one of the pressing 
problems confronting many of our local 
units of government. The states and coun- 
ties attempt to meet this problem in vari- 
ous ways. Efforts are made to keep the 
land on the tax rolls by every possible 
means, Extreme leniency is granted delin- 
quent taxpayers and every opportunity is 
given them to retain the property. Lands 
listed for non-payment of taxes are offered 
again and again for sale at’bargain rates. 
« - . 

The movement for creating state forests, 
county forests, game refuges, state and 
county parks, is gaining momentum in prac- 
tically all Northeastern states, largely both 
as a means of meeting the needs of a con- 
stantly increasing number of tourists and 
also as an outlet for the use of land which 
is crowding upon the states and counties, 
Some of the states have not yet awakened 
to the seriousness of the situation: others 
are financially incapable of coping with it. 

The economic salvation lies in reforest- 
ation, in development for _ recreational 
purposes, in learning new uses for inferior 
trees on the cut-over land, in increasing the 
game and fish resources of the region, and 
in making it the playground for the people 
from the cities and surrounding territory 
less fortunately endowed. The states will 
have to come to a comprehensive program, 
Some states, like New York, Pennsylvania, 
Michigan and a few others, have already 
embarked On comprehensive plans for 
purchasing and_  reforesting abandoned 
farm land, All the other states, whether 
they want to or not, will also have to take 
their belts up a notch and buckle down. 

No other solution seems to be in sight at 
present, The going at first will be slow 
and rough. It may tnvolve readjustments in 
the local units of the Government. New 
methods of agricultural settlement will have 
to be evolved. Sources of taxation, other 
than real property, may have to be found, 
and the whole burden of taxation redistrib- 
uted. If, however, in this process, the land 
now practically waste could be made to pro- 
duce wealth again and benefit agriculture 
by reducing the acreage of marginal lani4, 
then this new public domain may prove a 
blessing in disguise. It will eventually be- 
come a source of economic stability and 
independence just as the original domain 
was in the past.

Housewives have been rejoicing 


| presence in eggs makes that food 


particularly desirable, especially 
for growing children. 

It seems that there are literally 
hundreds of ways of serving this 
wholesome and nutritious food, yet 
most home cooks use at most half 
a dozen different methods. The 
following recipes will increase the 
list and bring praise to the cook. 

In cooking eggs in any manner 
keep in mind that a low tempera- 
ture is best. Too much or too high 
a heat tends to make eggs rath- 
er indigestible. 

Scrambled Eggs. 

Savory scrambled eggs make a 
good Sunday night supper. Jor 
four people melt two tablespoons 
butter or any fat in a shallow pan, 
add one tablespoon each of minced 
onion and green pepper and cook 
slowly for five minutes 
browning. ‘Then stir in one cup 
undiluted canned tomato soup and 
six benten eggs. Stir constantly 
over a slow fire until thickened and 
creamy: Season with a little salt 
and pepper (not much, as the soup 
is well seasoned) and arrange on 
slices of hot toast on a platter. Gar- 
nish with watercress and serve very 
hot. 

Omelet Souffle. 

Omelet souffle makes an excel- 
lent luncheon dish and when served 
with a plain or a fruit salad and 
hot rolls makes a most appetizing 
meal. Melt three tablespoons but- 
ter or cooking fat and stir fn four 
tablespoons flour. When blended 
stir in one and one-quarter cups 
milk and stir constantly until thick 
and smooth. Remove from the fire, 
add one teaspoon salt, a little pep- 
per and one-fourth teaspoon pap- 
rika. -Cool slightly and stir in the 
beaten yolks of five eggs. When 
mixed fold in the stiffly beaten 
egg whites and pour into a well- 
greased deep baking dish. Bake 
in a moderate oven—350 degrees 
—for 45 minutes or until firm, well 
puffed and brown. Serve at once. 

This dish may be varied in flavor 
by adding one tablespoon chopped 
chives to the sauce before adding 
the egg whites, or by spreading the 
bottom of the baking dish with a 


layer of raspberry jam or any pre- 


ferred jelly. 
Anchovy Eggs. 

This is another variation of 
scrambled eggs. Toast four rounds 
of toast, butter lightly and spread 
each with a thin layer of anchovy 
paste. Beat six eggs lightly and 
add one-half cup milk, one-fourth 
teaspoon paprika and one-half tea- 
spoon salt. Melt three tablespoons 
butter in a frying pan, add the eggs 
and stir constantly over a slow 
fire until thickened and creamy. 
Pile on the toast and serve plain 
or with a tomato or mushroom 
sauce. 

Poached eggs, allowing one -for 
each round of toast; may be used 
instead of the scrambled eggs and 
mushroom sauce poured over the 
eggs before serving. Mock hollan- 
daise sauce is good if the mush, 
room sauce is not liked. 

Eggs a la Richelieu. 

Cook one pound of small link 
sausage until brown, using a deep 
frying pan. When done remove 
the sausages to a hot platter and 
poach eggs in the hot sausage fat, 
allowing one or two to each serv- 
ing. Keep the heat very low un- 
der the pan and as the egg whites 
set, roll them over the yolk with a 
tablespoon until the eggs are sdme- 
what similar to sausages in shape. 
Arrange them on the platter with 
the sausages and pour tomato 
sauce over all. Serve very hot for 
luncheon or supper. 

- Shirred Eggs, 

Melt three tablespoons ham or 
bacon fat in a pan, add three ta- 
blespoons minced onion anid cook 
slowly until the onions are tender 
but not browned. Then aid six 
mushrooms, peeled and = siiced, 
three fresh tomatoes cut in slices, 
or one cup canned tomatoes, one 
teaspoon salt and a little pepper. 
Cover and cook slowly for 15 min- 
utes. Butter four shirred-egg 
dishes ‘and divide the sauce be- 
tween them. Break two eggs into 
each dish and bake in a moderate 
oven for eight minutes or until the 
eggs are set. If the dishes and the 
sauce are both hot, the eggs may 
cook in less time. Sprinkle with 
minced parsley and serve hot.

While eggs are inexpensive, plan 
to serve them often for any meal 
of the day. 

Plain or puffy omelets, the more 
flavorsome Spanish omelet, and the 
Savory cheese omelet, creamy 
scrambled eggs served on toast 
that has been spread with anchovy 
or bloater paste, or scrambled eggs 
mixed with chicken livers, with 
mushrooms or any vegetable; hard- 
boiled eggs cut in half, with the 
yolk removed and then mashed 
with a little salmon or tuna fish 
Or sardines, well seasoned and 
stuffed back in the whites and 
served with a hot cream sauce— 
all these offer suggestions for sea- 
sonable and appetizing lunch, 
breakfast or supper menus,

This dessert is named White 


enough to satisfy the palate of the 
sovereign ruler of any country. 

To make it take one tablespoon 
gelatine, one-fourth cup cold water, 
two eggs, one-half cup sugar, one 
and one-half cups scalded milk, 
few grains salt, one teaspoon flav- 
oring extract and -one-half cup 
cream. 

Soak gelatine in cold water about 
tive minutes. Beat egg yolks with 
the sugar and add hot milk slowly. 
Put in double boiler and cook un- 
til mixture thickens slightly; add 
soaked gelatine and salt. Remove 
from fire, beat a few minutes and 
let cool somewhat. Then fold in 
whipped cream or whipped evapor- 
ated milk and the stiffly beaten egg 
whites and vanilla or other pre- 
ferred flavoring. Turn into wet 
mold and chill. Garnish with whip- 
red cream or fruit. 

Cocoanut velvet cream: Add one 
cup cocoanut to the above mix- 
ture. 

Cocoa velvet cream: Add three- 
quarter cup cocoa to hot custard. 

Coffee velvet cream: Use very 
strong coffee instead of the milk. 

Ginger velvet cream: Add one- 
quarter cup minced preserved gin- 
ger and two tablespoonfuls orange 
juice. 

Nut velvet cream: Add one cup 
chopped almonds, pecans or En- 
glish walnut meats. 


Ribbon cream: Divide mixture 
into three parts and Add a table- 
spoonful cocoa to one, pink color- 
ing to the second, and green color- 
ing to the third.

when they are properly cooked. 
| The purpose of this article is to 
| give some suggestions and recipes | 
| for cooking-them properly. As a 

nation the French probably know 
/ more about cooking cheap cuts of | 
| meat in appetizing ways than any 
other. The following recipes are 
based on ones supplied by an old 

French cook: 

Ragout of Lamb. 

Use two to two and one-half 
pounds of neck of lamb cut in) 
slices one-inch - thick. Remove | 
most of the fat, sprinkle the meat 
with salt, pepper and flour and 
brown in three tablespoons melted 
meat drippings or any cooking fat. 
Add one-half cup water, cover and | 
cook very slowly for one hour. Peel 
six small white or yellow turnips | 
and. cut in quarters; peel eight 
small potatoes and two small on- | 
ions. Place the vegetables around | 
the meat, pushing the meat to the | 
center of the pan and arranging | 
the vegetables around the _ edze. | 
Add a little more water—about 
one-half cupful—sprinkle with salt, | 

cover the pan and continue cook- | 
ing slowly until the vegetables are 
| tender, Or about 40 minutes longer. 
Arrange the meat and vegetables | 
on a hot platter, thicken the sauce 
a little with flour and pour around 
'the meat. The meat has consider- 
| able bone, but is sweet and deli- 
_ cate in flavor. Mutton or veal may 
| be cooked in the same way. 

Veal With Rice. 
Have two pounds breast of veal 
|} cut in small pieces. Cover with 
_ boiling water, add two teaspoons 
| salt, cover closely and boil gently 
'and steadily for 30 minutes. Save 
| the liquid for soup stock. Cool the 
| meat slightly. Melt three table- 
| spoons meat drippings or any cook- 
| ing fat, add three tablespoons flour 
‘and when blended stir in one and 
| One-half cups of the water in which 
| the meat was cooked and stir until 
thickened and smooth. Season with 
salt and pepper, add the meat and 
simmer for 45 minutes, or until the 
' meat is tender. Put the meat on 
'a hot dish and surround with little 
'mounds of boiled rice. Beat one 
egg and mix with the juice of a 
lemon. Stir this into the sauce 
with three tablespoons minced pars- 
ley. Pour over the meat and serve 
very hot. 
Beef Pot Roast. 

| Select a four-pound piece of 
chuck, or shoulder or cross-rib of 
_beef—any cut with little bone will 
do. Wipe the meat with a damp 
cloth, sprinkle with salt, pepper 
and flour and brown the surface 
quickly in a little hot fat in a deep 
saucepan. Add one-half cup boil- 
ing water, cover closely and simmer 
for two hours, or until the meat ‘4s 
nearly done. Rub together two ta- 
blespoons butter, three tablespoons 
flour, one-half teaspoon salt and a 
little pepper. Melt in a saucepan 
and add the juice of two sweet or- 
anges and one-fourth teaspoon 
poultry seasoning. Drain all but 
one-half cup liquid from the meat, 
add orange sauce and cook slowly 
for 30 minutes, turning two or 
three times so that all sides of the 
meat will be flavored with the 
sauce. Cut the meat in thin slices, 
arrange on a hot platter and pour 
the sauce over. 

Two cups carrots cut in long, thih 
strips and cooked in the sauce with 
the meat are a good addition and 
serve as an extra vegetable. 


Steak and Carrots. 


Wipe steak clean: dust with 
flour, Place fat in frying pan and 
when hot, sear steak to a golden 
color, Remove to casserole or 
baking dish and cover with vegeta- 
bles and seasonings. Turn water 
into frying pan and bring to the 
boiling point, Stirring constantly, 
Pour over vegetables and meat, 
cover and cook slowly in a mo#d-

CHARLES W. HOLMAN, 
STUNT FLYER, KILLED 


Plane Falls at Omaha Air 
Races While Going 
Upside Down. 


By the Associated Press. 

OMAHA, Neb., May 18.—Charles 
W. (Speed) Holman of St. Paul, 
was killed yesterday while stunt- 
ing upside down in his plane at a 
height of only 20 feet at the Omaha 
air races. Twenty thousand spec- 
tators saw him die. 

During a lull in the closing-day 
program, Holman volunteered to 
go aloft and stunt for the crowd. 
A treacherous wind was blowing 
above the field. For 15 minutes 
he did barrel rolls, outside loops 
and Immelman turns. 

Then his plane fell. It rolled, 
plowed and bounced along for 200 
feet before it stopped. The engine 
was thrown two feet to one side, 
and Holman’s body was thrown 10 
feet from the wreckage. 

Holman, 33 years oid, Was op- 
erations manager of Northwest 
Airways in St. Paul. reiis first ven- 
ture in the air was as a wing 
walker and parachute jumper in 
1920. Later he became chief 
pilot for an aircraft company 
In 1926 he became a mail pilot 
for the then newly” established 
Northwest Airways, from Minneap- 
olis-St. Paul to Milwaukee and Chi- 
cago. The year following he led 
the field across the prairie and 
mountain states to win the Class A 
National Air Derby. 

In February, 1928, he set a new 
record of looping the loop at Min- 
neapolis, turning over 1093 times. 
About a month later he tried again 
and made 1433 loops. 

In May of 1929 he won the first 
Gardner Trophy race by maintain- 
ing an average speed rate of 156 
miles am hour over the 468-mile 
course, from St. Louis to Indianap- 
olis and return. In August of the 
same year he flew a tri-motored 
plane at the Cleveland national air 
races, on its back, the first time 
this stunt had ever been attempt- 
ed. To top off the performance, 
he looped the two-ton ship _ five 
times. 

A few minutes before the acci- 
dent, Dorothy Hestor, 19, of Port- 


land, Ore., completed a flight in 
which she broke the women’s. 
world record for outside loops in a| 
single flight, with 62 loops. iShe> 
broke her own previous record of 
°3 and came within 16 of tying 
the men’s record of 78, held by Tex 
Rankin, her instructor. 


Holman was a well-kno\ fig- 
ure to St. Louis flying enthusiasts. 
At the International Air Races in 
1923 he thrilled the crowds with 
his stunt flying in an ancient 
Thomas-Morse biplane in which he 
won several first prizes. He had | 
visited St. Louis numerous times on 
cross-country flights and reliability 
tours.

So he prom- 
ised her that if she would tet him 
smoke until they got home he 
would give it up. 

On the way to Albany he invest- 
ead 9 cents in three of the best 
cigars available, and having con- 
sumed them he never smoked again 
until long after his mother had 
passed away, until he was over 70 
years of ase, in fact. 

George F. Baker was less than 16 
when he finished school and took 
up his life’s work. His first job 
was a clerkship in the banking de- 
partment of the State of New York 
at a salary of $500 a year, and he 
made the most of it. He made it 
a rule to save $100 a year, and 
with his first hundred he botight a 
share of American Express stock 
then selling at about ‘par. 


For exercise during this period 
he took up rowing and became so 
proficient at it that he once won 
the single scull championship of 
the Hudson River. - 

With an eagerness for improving 
his mind and broadening his edu- 
cation, he was interested in the 
foremost lecturers of the day, and 
later, as secretary of the Young 
Men's Association, of Albany, he 
was instrumental in bringing many 
of them to the city, including Henry 
Ward Beecher, Wendell Philips, 
Charles Sumner, Edward Everett 
and Ralph Waldo HBmerson. 

From his personal experience 
with these men he acquired many 
delightful and witty stories, one of 
which was that Beecher used to 
remark jokingly that he “would 
lecture anywhere for F. A. M. E., 
which signified ‘fifty and my ex- 
penses.’ ” 

Shortly after the Civil War 
broke out, George Baker saw that 
the nation’s needs for funds to 


‘conduct the conflict presented a 


great banking opportunity, and he 
persuaded John Thompson, a well- 
known figure in New York finance, 
to start the First National Bank 
of New York. Baker accepted an 
invitation to become thé teller and 
one of the directors of the institu- 
tion and with $3000 that he had 
saved he bought 30 shares of stock. 

That was really the beginning of 
tHe natidnal banking system and 


. because the old established banks 


weéfe apprehensive of it, the new 
bank was violently opposed by 
them and subjected to considerable 
aunoyances. The brunt of the bat- 
tle féll upon the shoulders of 
young Baker, but he briskly and 
effectively turned the tables a few 
times on his bitter rivals, and 
made himself feared, respected 
and eventually honored. 

Although then less than 25 years 
of age, his financial judgment was 
recognized_as mature, and he was 
frequently called to Washington 
for consultation with Salmon. P. 
Chase, Lincoln’s Secretary of the 
Treasury, and the Great Emanci- 
pator himself.

While the fortunes of Belasco 
were more closely entwined with 
those of Mrs. Carter than with any 
other actors or actresses, she was 
not the only one he made. From

Starr, Henrietta Crossman, Effie 
Shannon, Charlotte Walker, Lillian 
Gish, Ina Claire, Jeanne Eagles, 
Lenore Ulric—just to mention some 
of the more prominent, with Da- 
vid Warfield and Milton § Sills 
among the men. 

Mary Pickford, too, owed much 
to him, for as a child she had one 
of her first parts in “The Warrens 
of Virginia.” Ruth St. Dennis, 
then just Ruth Dennis, a dancing 
student of Brooklyn, danced in 
“Zaza” before she studied in Paris, 
and Belasco gave her the use of 
the theater stage during closed 
hours, for practice.

Many of the Outstanding Feminine Performers of the Stage. Mrs. 
Leslie Carter and Lenore Ulric Were Two Fortunate Discoveries. 


late James G. Huneker, literary 
and dramatic critic, expressed the 
view that Belasco could attain his 
results only by hypnotizing his 
actors and actresses; that under 
his sdpervision artists gave out 
the best in them, and he taught 
by personal precept. 

He also did remarkable things 
witn his stage, and is credited with 
originating vari-colored spotlights 
in the Belasco Theater in New 
York, where he had installed one 
of the most-~ complete lighting 
switchboards in the country. He 
always attempted to give the most 
realistic possible effect to the set- 
ting for a play, and some of his 
opponents termed him a “pictur- 
esque old charlatan,” denying that 
he advanced the art of the theater. 

Nevertheless, he was a great 
producer. In person and charac- 
ter Huneker described him as hav- 
ing a delicate aquiline nose, less 
Syrian than Assyrian, with a pro- 
file archaic and Eastern: erotic, 
but with vitality in his eyes and 
significant gestures that revealed 
his intense, concentrated nature: a 
man who was early to con:truct 
definite ideas of life and art. 

Each actor had to pass his per- 
sonal scrutiny, and his attitude to- 
ward the players was such that 
there was always loyalty and co- 
operation. On the call boarg ‘of 
the Belasco Theater was the mot- 
to: “A sure road to success—mind 
your own business; a sure road to 
happiness—mind your own busi- 
ness.”” The bee was his symbol, 
and pictures of Napoleon were 
many in the theater.

with what George Du Maurier 
called the “precious quintessence” 
of Jewish blood, Belasco was born 
in. San Francisco, July 25, 1864. 
When but 5 years old, he appeared 
as a child actor in “Pizarro,” and 
from that time on, he said in his 
autobiography, the theater was his 
only interest. His connéction with 
the theater included that of call 
boy, bill sticker, actor, hack writ- 
er, stage director and independent 
manager. During his early days 
in San Francisco he was actor, 
prompter, and with road shows. 

Later he went to New York and 
became connected with the Madi- 
son Square Theater, then operated 
by the Frohmans, and with the 
Lyceum Theater, as manager, di- 
rector, and writer. “The Charity 
Ball’ was his last work for the 
Frohmans, and it was then he met 
Mrs. Carter. 

He had been asked to write a 
play for Mrs. Carter, who had been 
involved in marital difficulties, in 
Chicago, her home, and wanted 
to get on the stage in New York. 
He declined that first time, for 
when he talked -to her she said 
that she was “a horsewoman, and 
wanted to make the first entry on 
a horse, leaping a hurdle.” 

Then while writing “The Charity 
Ball” Mrs. Carter arrived in tears, 
and begged him on her knees, he 
related in his biography, to give 
hera chance. He noticed the mag- 
netic personality she possesesd, but 
gave no encouragement. Shortly 
thereafter, having considered her 
plea, he agreed to cast her in a 
play. ,

HE play projected was “The 

T cer Duckling,’ which opened 

Nov. 10, 1890, before an an- 
tagonistic house. Mrs. Carter's 
marital troubles had made her un- 
popular with the public. By the 
third act, however, she won ap- 
plause, but thé road tour . loat 
Belasco and his financial backers 
$40,000. In Chicago, where Mrs. 
Carter was best, and most unfav- 
orably known, the play was a stc- 
cess. However, the backers with- 
drew their support. 

Belasco then wrote “The Heart 
of Maryland,” and found many 
theater owners wanted the play, 
but refused to consider Mrs. Car- 
ter. A Chicago theater owner fi- 
nally contracted to show it, but 
he died. Belasco managed to have 
Mrs. Carter placed in a musical 
comedy, “Miss Helyet,” through 
Charles.Frohman, but when the 
run was finished, with Mrs, Carter 
a success, she and Belasco were 
no better off. Hard times fol- 
lowed, and’ Belasco was forced to
